The law prov ides a fine of 
from $10 to $50 for the first offense, 
and one of $50 to $100 for the second 
or third. Comparisons made by Dr. J. 
N. Hurty , secretary of the board, of 
death returns of infants with the birth 
returns dev eloped the fact recently 
that the births of the infants had not 
been reported. 
This occurred in two 
instances. The deaths of both infants, 
whioh occurred recently , were report­ 
ed, but Dr. Hurty found that the cor­ 
responding birth returns had nev er 
been received. 
“The people, for their own g ood,” 
said Dr. Hurty , “cannot learn too soon 
how important these records may be 
to thaw. 
Almost ev ery day there is 
weeping in this office by people whom 
we are unable to furnish records of the 
birth of children for introduction in 
court. 
The 
records 
are 
needed 
throug hout the state in prov ing heir­ 
ship to property and similar matters 
that may be in dispute.”

Denver, Col., Dec. 9.—The ex ecutiv e 
board of the Western Federation of 
Miners has issued the following state­ 
ment concerning the present contro­ 
v ersy between the Goldfield miners’ as­ 
sociation and the Goldfield miners’ un­ 
ion; 
“On Dec. 6 President Roosev elt is­ 
sued a proclamation ordering federal 
troops to g o to Goldfield, Nev., osten­ 
sibly for the purpose of protecting life 
and property . 
That there was ev er 
any dang er to personal property is em­ 
phatically denied by officers of Esmer­ 
alda county and by the merchants and 
citiiens of Goldfield. The only reason 
for the present trouble was the deci­ 
sion of the mine operators to force 
upon the miners a scrip that would not 
be taken at par by the railroad com­ 
panies, the Wells-Farg o Ex press com­ 
pany , the stores or 
the boarding 
houses. Neither would the mine own­ 
ers ag ree to g uarantee that they would 
redeem this scrip at any time in tbe 
future. 
“In refusing to accept this worth­ 
less scrip in ex chang e for their hard 
labor, the miners of Goldfield are tak­ 
ing a manly stand ag ainst the usurpa­ 
tion of g ov ernmental functions by un­ 
reliable banking firms which assume 
the rig ht to set aside the leg al money 
of the nation. 
“We desire to call attention of the 
American people to the disaster at 
Monong ah, W. Va., where 500 coal 
miners were murdered by the capital­ 
ist sy stem in its g reed for profits. Had 
President Roosev elt been as anx ious 
to enforce the mining laws of West 
Virg inia; had he considered as well 
the protection of the lives of those 
miners by demanding that the mine 
owners 
safeg uard 
their 
employ es 
ag ainst unnecessary dang ers as ha is 
to send the reg ular army to crush an 
org anization whose only aim is to bet­ 
ter the conditions and make happier 
the lives of the working class, 900 
blackened corpses would not today be 
laid upon the altar of g reed at Monon­ 
g ah, W. Va., around which weep wid­ 
owed wives and orphaned children. 
“We protest ag ainst this action of 
President Roosev elt, knowing that he

ag ainst the Western Federation of 
Miners and its officers. 
The moving 
of troops on a peaceable community 
must be reg arded at least as hasty and 
ill-advised, and we call upon the work­ 
ing class of the country to protest 
ag ainst this unwarranted and unprec­ 
edented action cf mimic warfare.”

Stockholm, Dec. 9 .—Oscar II., Kin g 
of Sweden , died at 9 :10 o’clock Sun ­ 
day morn in g , ag ed seven ty-eig ht years, 
n in e m on ths an d seven teen days. The 
death of the m on arch occurred in the 
royal apartm en t of the palace, where, 
surroun ded by the m em bers of his 
family, in cludin g the queen , Sophia, 


lived. 
He n ever made an attem pt to 
con ceal the humble orig in of his fam ­ 
ily, an d when ever he traveled to the 
south of Fran ce he made it a poin t to 
visit the little house at Pau where hfs 
g ran dfather was born . 
A tablet over 
the door of the little on e-story house 
bears this in scription : 
“The peasan t, Charles Bern adotte, 
who subsequen tly rose to be field m ar­ 
shal of Fran ce an d ultim ately Kin g 
Charles XIV. of Sweden an d Norway, 
was born in this cottag e in 17 6 3/* 
In appearan ce, however, Kin g Oscar 
was every in ch a kin g an d there is n o 
sovereig n in Europe who was more 
stately an d more reg al in bearin g than 
was he. 
His eyes were blue, distin c­ 
tive of his race, an d were comm an d­ 
in g but kin dly. 
The late kin g was distin g uished in 
his philosophy, havin g received de­ 
g rees from so man y un iversities of 
Europe that he may fairly be called, 
so far as deg rees in dicate, the most 
learn ed man In Europe. 
He was an 
author, a tran slator, a learn ed man in j 
political econ omy an d the scien ce of 
g overn men t, a musician an d historian 
an d a playwrig ht. 
All the g reat mas- 
terpices of literature, historical, phil­ 
osophical an d relig ious, he had tran s­ 
lated in to Swedish. 
His latest n ovel, 
the on e which had become the most 
widely kn own of his works of fiction , 
deals with the rise of his own family 
of Bern adotte an d the sucession to the 
thrqn e of Sweden of his g ran dfather, 
M arshal Bern adotte.

truly Democratic habits had made him 
idolized by his subjects, who reg arded 
him more as a father than a mon arch. 
U n der Kin g Oscar Sweden ’s stabil­ 
ity an d prog ress have been un iform 
un til the even ts culmin atin g in the re­ 
cen t separation of Sweden an d Nor­ 
way. 
The fin al success of the separa­ 
tion was a g rievous blow to the ag ed 
kin g . 
Both his pride an d heart were 
wroun ded an d his con stan t broodin g 
over this un happy even t doubtless con ­ 
tributed to his death.
